Failure of the Rifle Remingtons. 
New Y ore, May 3.—E. Remington A

/ .T hogreat Washburn Mill is named after 
Its owner, C. C. Washburn, of Wisconsin, 
one of the four remarkable brothers, re­ 
spectively of the lour States ot Maiae,

Owen Casablanca, the young b o o of 
Mrs. HemAu's poem beginning 
“ The boy 
stood on the burning deck,” en familiar to 
every schoolboy, wa? h native of Corsica, 
the tslaudon which Napoleon was horn. 
His tallier, Louis Casablanca, was a French 
politician and naval commander oi some 
note. C» area was born in 17^ . His mother 
dying while he was quite young, he was 
taken upon a m in -o l-war, and studied 
seamanship under the eye of his father. 
Ile was a favorite with everyone on the 
ship, as he was a handsome boy, good hu­ 
mored an I intelligent, and noted for It*? 
ready obedience to the rules ol strict naval 
discipline. 
At only IO years of age he was 
a midshipman tinde r hrs fat aer, who&t|thHt 
tim e commanded the Orient, one of the 
largest vessels in the French navy, carry­ 
ing l'db guns aud 500 seamen. 
In the cel­ 
ebret ed Hallie of the N ile, in lTbiJ, tilt* boy 
was sent to help work a battery, 
la the 
midst of the action, the Orient touk fire. 
Almost immediately after Captain Casa­ 
blanca was wounded by a musket ball,and 
then by a splinter which laid him insen­ 
sible. 
The ship was soon enveloped in 
smoke bud llano?, and the crew began to 
desert her, but the boy, unconscious of his 
father’s condition, refused tojeave hi? post 
and still clung to his bittcry. At last when 
the ship was a mis? of 
flames and he 
knew that his father, if alive, could not 
reach him, he leaped overboard and tried 
to save Liaised. 
Hut it was too* late. 
I t* 
fctantly, with a terrific explosion, the Ori­ 
ent was blown into fragments. 
The sky 
wa? filled with lfamc and amoke and Btry 
timbers, and the boy wa? seen no more un­ 
til the next day, when his mangled corpse 
was found among the lragmcnts of 
the
